Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claims 1 and 12, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make 
obvious a connection manager and a termination selection method, where there exist "a 
connection model that indicates functional features supported by each path in the 
network and locations of terminations for respective paths." Libman et al. (U.S. Pat No. 
6,608,814) discloses a session resource manager where connection is done via setup 
signals according to predefined rules. However, Libman's SRM connection manager 
comprises of "functional features" that are static and dynamic info col. 6, In. 1-6 and 
menu col. 7, In. 13-15; and "locations" that are ATM endpoints col. 5, In. 7. Lazar et al. 
(U.S. Pat No. 5,953,316) discloses a connection manager CM in ATM communications 
and differs in "functional features" as defined in Applicant's Specification. Heuer (U.S. 
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Pat No. 6,205,121) discloses a central management system; Takahara et al, (U.S. Pat 
No. 6,078,583) discloses a connection management server; Arrowood et al. (U.S. Pat 
No. 6,801,534) and Aukia et al. (U.S. Pat No. 6,594,268) disclose route and network 
management; but none of these are a management of terminations in a 
communications network as in Applicant's invention.
